These events, along with many others, are 
sponsored by GSA (the Gay/Straight Alli- 
ance) and SLUJ (Students of Lexington 
United for Justice). GSA is a discussion, 
support, education and advocacy group 
for gay, lesbian, bisexual, transgender, 
and questioning students (GLBTQ) and 
their straight allies. They are involved 
with a number of activities around the 
school including National Coming Out 
Day, World AIDS Day, the Transgender 
Day of Remembrance, and the National 


Day of Silence. Additionally, GSA holds 





a very successful annual Halloween dance 
to which GSAs from all over the state are 
invited. Other activities include throw- 
ing a Valentine’s Day party for staff and 
faculty, taking a trip to Provincetown, 
mentoring new GSAs at other schools, 
and attending workshops on GLBTQ 


themes and issues. 


SLUJ is an open forum for scintillating 
conversation about many progressive 
issues.

The performances of the jazz program 
consist of Jazz Nites, Jazz festivals, and 
the LHS Jazz Festival at the end of the 
year where all the groups study with 
an artist in residence for a week. At 


the end of each quarter several of the 


ensembles perform at the Jazz Nites to 
show what they have been working on 
during the previous quarter to the com- 
munity. The Combo and the septet gig 
often in Boston and the Greater Boston 
area. The jazz ensembles perform at all 
the music festivals and other concerts 
year round, such as the Clark Terry 
UNH High School Jazz Festival, the 
Berklee High School Jazz Festival, the 
IAJE Jazz festival and convention. The 
Jazz Ensemble has also attended the 
Essentially Ellington High School Jazz 
Festival in New York, and the Combo 
has attended the Montreux Jazz Festi- 


val in Switzerland. 


The LHS jazz program is more advanced 
than most college jazz programs, and is 
one of the top high school jazz pro- 
grams in country. The program, filled 
with active students, continues to

FILL IN THE BLANK, the 2005 Lexington High School 
Yearbook of Lexington, Massachusetts published its 
80th volume, the school’s very first full-color yearbook. 
Herff-Jones printed the book at their Gettysburg plan in 


Pennsylvania. 


One thousand copies of the 320-page book were made 
with a 2” spine using Bordeaux 100 paper submitted via 
electronic proof through Herff-Jones representative, Mr. 
John Carrier. Every page of color was made using a litho- 
graphic 4 color process. The cover, end sheets and design 


elements were made using Adobe Photoshop CS. 


The cover was printed using a 4 color process on a per- 
macote base with a matte lamination. End sheets were 
printed using on Vibracolor 01 paper with UV coating 


over the photographs. 


The 2005 theme of “Fill in the Blank” was developed at 
the Herff Jones Yearbook New England Workshop in 





June 2004 where a group of editors attended and won 
Best Overall Theme Packet among competing New Eng- 
land teams. Silhouettes and “Mad Libs” consisted of the 


design elements in this book to unify the theme of “filling 
in the blank.” 


Staff members used Adobe In-Design CS and Adobe 
Photoshop CS on three Apple eMac computers and one 
Apple iMac G5. The majority of the photos were taken 
by yearbook staff members. Senior, underclass, activities 


club, and sports pictures were taken by Burlington Studios 
of Burlington, MA. 


Modoono Photographers took additional sports pictures. 
Yearbook staff members used the staff’s Nikon F100 
along with a number of various student-supplied digital 
cameras. All film was developed through Cameras, Inc. 


of Lexington, MA. 


Headlines were in Myriad Pro, Light at 21 pt. Article copy 
was at Simoncini Garamond, Roman, at 12 pt. Captions 


were at Syntax LT Std, Roman, at 7.5 pt. 
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A proof copy of last year's cover.
